Clem Garner Is 
Fatally Hurt In 
Hit-Run Accident 

Funeral services were conduct¬ 
ed here Wednesday afternoon, Oct. 
9, for Clem Garner, RR 1, Mo- 
mence, victim of a hit-and-run 
driver, who later surrendered 
himself to authorities. 

The rites were held in the Can- 
aday-Boos funeral chapel with 
the Rev. William Webber, pastor 
of the First Baptist church, offi¬ 
ciating. Burial was in Memorial 
Gardens at Kankakee. 

Mr. Garner was fatally injured 
Sunday, just a day before he 
would have been 44. A native of 
Kentucky, he was married Aug. 8, 
1935, at Glasgow, Ky., to Marie 
Green. He had served the last 19 
years as foreman for the Irving 
Francis farms. 

Survivors include: his widow; 
sons, David, 21, in the Navy and 
Daniel Jacob, 17; daughters, Mary 
Lou, 13, Louise Helna, 10, and 
Luella Frances, 6, all at home;

Garner’s, was protruding slightly 
onto the highway and another car 
was coming from the opposite di¬ 
rection. He said Garner appeared 
on the pavement “like he came up 
out of the ground,” the sheriff 
stated. 

Coroner William Spillane said it 
is not known whether Gamer was 
getting into or out of his car. He 


said Garner would have had to get 
onto the pavement to get in or out 
on the driver’s side. Garner’s 
death was Kankakee County’s 17th 
this year, compared to 20 at the 
same time last year.

Dropbox Quick Start 


What is Dropbox? 

Dropbox is a free service that lets you bring all your photos, docs, and videos anywhere. Any file you 
save to your Dropbox will also automatically save to all your computers, phones, and even the Dropbox 
website. This means that you can start working on your computer at school or the office, and finish on 
your home computer. Never email yourself a file again! 


The Dropbox Folder 

After you install Dropbox on your computer, a Dropbox folder is created. If you're reading this guide, 
then that means you had no problems finding your Dropbox folder:). This folder is just like any other 
folder on your computer, but with a twist. Any file you save to your Dropbox folder is also saved to all 
your other computers, phones, and the Dropbox website. 


On top of your Dropbox is a green icon that lets you know how your Dropbox is doing: 




Green circle and check: All the files in your Dropbox are up to date. 


Blue circle and arrows: Files in your Dropbox are currently being updated. 


Adding files to your Dropbox 


Step 1 Drag and drop a file into your Dropbox folder. 



Step 2 The blue icon means your file's syncing with Dropbox. 



That's it! The green icon means that your file has finished saving 
to your other computers and the Dropbox website.

Pioneer Citizen and Successful 
Business Man Passes Away. 
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H. B. Hall, President of the Mo- 
menee State and Savings Bank* died 
very suddenly on Tuesday morning, 
March 27, 1906, at G o'clock.

He had a splendid home in this 
city and took special delight in making 
it pleasant and the surroundings beauti¬ 
ful, 

Mr. Hall was united in marriage to 
Miss Mary E, Veateh, July 24, 1S77, 
and she is left to mourn his loss. She 
has the sympathy of all in this sudden 
bereavement.

Beautiful Young Girl Sinks 
Beneath the Waters of 
the Kankakee River 
and Perishes 


Camping Party Ends When 
the River Claims Another 
Victim. 

Accidents and violent deaths have 
become so common lately, that we 
scarcely take account of their serious¬ 
ness unless they come into our own 
home or our home town* but we know 
the death of Miss Daisy Hardy affected 
every person in Momence, and strong 
men expressed their feeling of regret 
and sorrow when they heard the sad 

story of her death. 

Daisy Hardy, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs* James E Hardy, was drowned in 
the Kankakee river, on Friday, Aug. 
27 , about three and one-half miles 
down the stream from Momenee. The 
circumstances which led to her death 
are about as follows: Miss Daisy was 
invited to accompany a party of young 
girls of her own age to the camp of 
Mr* Walter A, Brown. On Wednesday 
she accompanied Misses Lucy Brown, 
Hazel McConnell and Bernice Astle to 
the camp where they were to remain 
two or three days. She left her home 
with a light heart in anticipation of a 
splendid camping trip, her only anxiety 
being for Mr. Hardy, who had been ill 
for a day or two, but advising him to 
be careful and get well ere she return¬ 
ed, she left her home in a very joyful 
manner to go into camp* The young 
ladies had a Line time Wednesday and 
Thursday, and on Friday planned to go 
bathing, accompanied by Mr. Walter 
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A. Brown, his son Oswald, and Lawrence 
Burch, son of Mr. W. Burch, The girls 
splashed around in the water near a 
sandbar and had a delightful time, and 
Mr. Brown had the two boys with him 
in the boat when Miss llardy called 
that she had found a fine dam and 
started to put it in the boat. She came 
suddenly to a step-olF and w'ent down, 
and came up struggling and strangling. 
She came up five times, and the third 
time Mr. Brown had brought the boat 
in such a position that he placed the 
oar in her hand, but she could not hold 
to it and sank again. With the con¬ 
fusion that followed and anxiety for 
the safety of the other children, Mr. 
Brown failed to bring his boat in posi¬ 
tion so he could reach her, and the oars 
came out of the locks, causing delay, 
until it was too late to save her life, 
and she sank to rise no more. The 
water was not very deep where she was 
drowned but very swift and farther on 
was much deeper. 

When the news came to town about 
3;30 that Daisy Hardy had been drown¬ 
ed, many men turned out to look for 
the body, and the river was thoroughly 
searched with no success. A wire 
fence was quickly placed across the 
river to keep her from lioating away, 
and dynamite exploded with the hope of 
raising the body. All night long, all 
day Saturday and Saturday night, 
strong, brave fellows patroled the 
river and dived into every deep place, 
seeking for the body with no success, 
although each one deserves the highest 
measure of praise for his heroic efforts. 

Body Found. 

The body was found Sunday morning 
by Arthur Beeves and Victor Marcotte, 
two young men who were living in a 
camp about five mites down the river. 
They knew every current and sand bar 
in the river, and decided where she was 
likely to lodge and on Sunday morning 
proved their judgment to be correct, 
for she was found floating in shallow 
water on the sand bar near their 
cabin, having floated about one and 
one-half miles. 
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The young men at once took the 
body from the water, and wrapped it 
in blankets and notified Charles Sella 
who telephoned to Momenee of the dis¬ 
covery, The finders turned the corpse 
over to Murk Hoag anti John Morgan 
who took it back to the camp, and 
later W. J. Riley sent out a team and 
the remains were brought to the un¬ 
dertaking establishment of Melby & 
If alpin, where it was cared for before 
being taken home. 

Inquest Held, 

Deputy Coroner Rudolph Nichols 
came over Sunday morning and em- 
pannellcd □ jury consisting of R. L. 
Edwards, John Shortridge, B. H, 
Herts* W, J, Riley, 0. M. Harlan, 
Walter Howry* clerk. 

The facts were so well known that 
the inquest was only necessary to ful¬ 
fill the law, and only a few witnesses 
were examined, Mr. James E. Hardy 
test!Red as to her dfee, and the facts 
about her life and how sho went out to 
camp. Walter A, Brown told of the 
circumstances of drowning, and Arthur 
Reeves, who first found |Jie body, told 
of the finding. The verdict was that of 
accidental drowning according to the 
facts above. 
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The Funeral, 
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The body was taken to her late homo 
and an opportunity given to view the 
remains from 10 o'clock to 12 m. Mon¬ 
day, At two o'clock the funeral was 
held at the First Baptist church* con¬ 
ducted by the pastor. Rev. Robert 
Wood, assisted by Rev. C, G, Shaffer, 
of the M, E, church. The music was 
furnished by a quartet composed of 
Misses Zoa Coyle and Eva Lilly, and 
Messrs. Gaylord Hess and Cedi Sher¬ 
wood. Never before was there a more 
sympathetic audience present, and the 
church was filled to overflowing. Busi¬ 
ness in the city ceased during the 
services, and the Tiffany Enameled 
Brick Factory shut, down for the after¬ 
noon in respect and in sympathy with 
the family, 

Fall Bearers. 

The young friends of the deceased 
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acted as pall bearers. They were: 
Milan Astle, Earl Brown, Bert Willis, 
Lawrence McConnell, Edwart Kurtz, 
Howard Walker. The honorary pall 
bearers were: Bernice Astle, Lucy 
Brown, Mabel Clapsadle, Lucy Crom¬ 
well, Hazel McConnell and Levonia 

Walker. 

The flowers were very beautiful and 

very nicely arranged. 

The prayer by Rev. Shaffer and ser¬ 
mon bv Rev. Wood were full of sym- 

c- 

pathy. Rev. Wood gave tne ollowing 
tribute: 

“Miss Daisy Hardy was one of our 
noblest young girls, thoughtful, bright, 
genial and faithful. There was no one 
among all of our younger people who 
stood higher in the esteem of our peo¬ 
ple than she did. 

“She was a beautiful Christian girl, 
a power among the Juniors, and was 
one upon whom the leader could al¬ 
ways depend. She was at her place in 
young people’s meetings and prayer 
meeting, whether other young people 
were there or not. 










“Some evenings since she went up 
stairs to her room, and was quite a 
while getting ready for bed* In the 
morning her mother asked what made 
her so long, and her reply was: '‘Why, 
mama, 1 had to braid my hair and read 
my chapter in the bible, and pray, 1 ’ 
She lived in calm and grip of eternal 
blessings. She has been sheltered m a 
Christian home, and responded to all 
good influences, and the community has 
felt the deep impress of her life. Two 
former pastors have written beautiful 
, tributes to her young life, and a score 
: of others have also done so. It pays to 
live such a life, fitted for the service 
in the other world." 

Daisy Hardy was born m Chicago 
June 22, 1894, and her age was 15 years, 
2 months and 5 days. The greater 
part of her life was spent here in Mo* 
mence, as Mr, and Mrs. Hardy brought 
her here when she was but a few 
weeks old. She has attended the pub¬ 
lic schools and was a good student. 
She has been a great comfort to her 
parents who are now almost overcome 
with grief, but they have the deepest 
sympathy of all. 

Burial took place at Momence ceme¬ 
tery.

Major G. C. Harrington 
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Maj. George C. Harrington, whose 
life has been so closely linked with 
the earlier events in Watseka that 
his biography is almost a history of 
this city, died Saturday evening Sept 
3, 1910 at d; 4Q o'clock at his summer 
cottage on Mackinac Island, He had 
gone there early in August to spend 
the rest of the summer, accompanied 
by Mrs. Harrington and his nurse, 
Miss Kinney. 

News of his death came Sunday 
morning to several of his friends in 
Watseka, and to the officers of the 
First National Bank, with whom he 
has been associated in business since 
soon after the Civil wan The tele¬ 
grams briefly stated mat Maj. Har¬ 
rington had died rather suddenly. 

For two or three years Maj. Har¬ 
rington had been practically an in¬ 
valid. He resigned his position as 
cashier of the bank he had founded 
last November, giving up the work 
to which he had devoted a lifetime 
to younger hands. While engaged 
in this work he was the life of the 
bank an its success was due largely 

to his ability and energy. 

Before he left Watseka Maj. Har¬ 
rington seemed to be in better health 
than usual and in good spirits. I he 
news of his death came as a sad sur¬ 
prise to those who bad seen him 
leave, although it was known that 
death was likely to come to him in 
one of the attacks to which he was

Born in New York, 

George C. Harrington was horn in 
St. Lawrence county. New \ork, 
June 30, 1833, the son of Benjamin 
O. and Harriet E. Harrington, both 
natives of Vermont. When I luce 
years of age he came with his par¬ 
ents to Joliet* Illinois, where the 
family made their permanent home, 

At the age of thirteen he entered 
the office of the True Democrat, now 
the Joliet Republican where ho ap¬ 
plied himself industriously and ac¬ 
quired a thorough knowledge of the 
printers’ trade. 

After serving his apprenticeship 
he went to Skowheagan Falls* Maine, 
and there prepared himself for cob 
lege. He afterwards entered Union 
college of Schenectady, N. Y. lie 
an unusual student and held a pos¬ 
ition at the head of his classes and 
showed a marked literary ability 
ranking first among the students of 
that school. 

From Schenectady he returned to 
the west and located at Davenport, 
Iowa,, which presented an inviting 
field. In connection with F. B, Wil¬ 
kie, later of the Chicago Times , he 
established the Davenport Daily 
News which soon took rank as one 
of the leading democratic papers of 
Iowa. Tn 1S59 Mr, Harrington came 
to Iroquois county and associated 
himself with the Iroquois Press, a 
democratic newspaper. The follow¬ 
ing year the democrats of Iroquois 
county placed him in nomination for 
the office of circuit clerk but he fail¬ 
ed of election, though running ahead 
of his ticket, He continued his work 
with the Press until 1SG2, 
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Organized a Company, 

He felt that his services were then 
needed in the great Civil war and 
abandoned his editorial duties. He 
began recruiting volunteers and after 
taking a company into camp at Kan¬ 
kakee for the 76th Illinois regiment 
he assisted - in filling up two more 
companies for the 113th. 

He enlisted as a private soldier 
but was soon elected captain of Com¬ 
pany A, in January 1SG3 he was 
promoted to be,major but did not 
serve long after this. On July 4th, 


186; 


o, near Vicksburg, Miss., he was 
obliged to resign his command on 
account of having contracted dysen¬ 
tery, the effect of which lingered 
with him many years after the war. 

On his return from the war he 
engaged in the hardware business in 
Watseka in the firm of Woodford & 
Co. He was soon afterward appoint¬ 
ed collector of internal revenue for 
Iroquois, Ford and Champaign coun¬ 
ties. In 18G9 Maj. Harrington was 
elected mayor of Watseka and was 
re-elected the next year but declined 
a third term. 
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Organized First National Bank. 

In 1870 in connection with several 
other enterprising citizens lie organ¬ 
ized the First National bank of Wat- 
seka. He was chosen cashier of the 
bank and held that office until a 
short, time before bis death. 

Maj. Harrington was married to 
Miss Mary L. Hutchinson at Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., in 18C4. He loved 
bis home and it was a model of com¬ 
fort and good taste. 

He was recognized throughout the 
state as a prorajnentt democrat and 
was in the earlier days a member of 
the democratic state committee. He 
did not seek office but was mention¬ 
ed in 1876 as the democratic candi¬ 
date for secretary of state but he 
induced his friends to withdraw his 
name from the convention. He pre¬ 
sided over the democratic congres¬ 
sional convention held at Fairbury 
in 1878 and made a speech which 
was printed as a campaign docu¬ 
ment and circulated largely in Ill¬ 
inois. He declined at this conven¬ 
tion the nomination for congress. 
His name was at this time mention¬ 
ed in democratic journals as a can¬ 
didate for lieutenant governor of 
Illinois. 









Was Presidential Elector. 

In June 1880 he was one of the 
delegates from Illinois to the nat¬ 
ional democratic convention and he 
was one of the presidential electors 
in 1884 when Cleveland and Hend¬ 
ricks were elected. 

For years he was an active member 
of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows and stood high in the mem¬ 
bership of that order. 

Mr. Harrington was a self made 
man and the position he held in this

Paul Hathaway, the oldest person in the town of Yellmvhead, and, so 
far as we know, in the County of Kankakee, died at his home in the town 
of Yellowhead, Sunday, January 14, 1883.

When about twelve years old, with the family he moved 
to Greene County, N. Y., but soon returned to Connecticut and learned the

With the family, he afterward moved to Ulster County, N. Y., where, 
May 20, 1818, he was married to Miss Melissa Landon. He lived here for 
about twenty years. His first wife died in the early part of 1836, and he 
was again married June 10,1837. In 1838, he with his own family moved 
west and located in Yellowhead, near where he ever continued to live till 
the time of his death. His mother and other relatives came to the same 
section a few years later. lie joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
early life, and lived so that the church was honored by his life. Until he 
came West, he was a class leader, and since West he held official relations 
to the church. He had also been honored by the citizens in civil life. 
I-Ie was a man of most exact integrity, and would always do what he be¬ 
lieved right, whether others thought as he did or not, and yet he very sel¬ 
dom if ever gave offense; and this writer has never heard a disreputable 
word spoken of the man or his views. He was for a long time familiarly 
known as “Uncle Paul,” and was revered by old and young and middle- 
aged alike. He was a drafted soldier in the war of 1812, though he had not 
approved, I believe, of the war. 

His health was remarkably firm until his last sickness. On hisninety- 
fourtk birthday, last,October 6th, he rode to Momenee, a distance of eight 

miles, and back to his home. . 

He was the father of ten children—six still live. 1 here are twenty- 
seven grandchildren and fourteen great-grandchildren. 

His funeral services were held in the Methodist Church at Grant Park. 
The gathering was very large, many coming a long way to look once more 
on the features of the old man and show their respect for the man and his 
well-known and well-proved character. 

The pastor, Rev. George K. Hoover, spoke from Isaiah, in, 10, and was 
assisted by Rev. Palmer, of the Baptist Church, and Rev. T. C. Hung, of 
the Methodist Church, who had known him a long time.

REUBEN HESS ANSWERS 
THE DIVINE SUMMONS 

People throughout Newton coun¬ 
ty were shocked when the news 
spread that Reuben Hess had 
passed away at his late home on 
Lincoln street in Kentland, Sun¬ 
day afternoon, Aug* 19. Only 
close friends knew that he had 
been seriously ill until the sad 
announcement was made. 

Mr. Hess was born on a farm 
near Momence, I1L, Aug* 22, 1869, 
a son of Witt. Henry and Cather¬ 
ine (Ricks) Hess. He grew to 
manhood in Kankakee County, 
attending public schools in Mo¬ 
mence and vicinity. He later 
taught school in the neighborhood 
and in Lake township, Newton 
county. In the meantime he work¬ 
ed his way through college.
